Blacks. Against Drugs 
Inc. was formed in- 1972, 
starting with a number of 
Blacks concerned about 
the drug problem in. the 
Black community and exer- 
ting impact whereby they 
might reduce drug usage 
and educate the com- 
munity to its dangers. They 
formed two agencies, the 
Uhuru Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter and the Uhuru Drug 
Program. 

its services are available 
to anyone, but targets the 
Black community, Barnes 
said. And he declared that 
it-could be more effective 
with several changes. 

Those changes include 
converting the Day Care 
Center to a Family Center 
to serve as an out-patient 
grug program, ‘Dispensing 

terature on drug 
problems, counseling 
residents of all ages and 
sponsoring drug seminars 
are the thrusts of the 
Family Center, which 
begins Nov. 13, said Bar- 
nes. 

The Uhuru-—Swahili for 
“freedom” -. Residential 
Center will continue as a 
therapeutic in-patient 
facility for adult drug 
abusers, he said, with em- 
phasis placed on linking 
treatment with the clients’ 
expected return to the 
community. 

Near the top of the re- 
structuring is community 
involvement and intelligent 
awareness of the com- 
munity’s role in combating 
drug abuse. 

Too ofteh the community 
dismisses the problem of 
drug abusers and says it is 
the medical professionals’ 
who should care for those 
persons, which only per- 
petuates the problem, 
asserted Barnes. 

“The community is just 
like the abusers,” he said. 
The abusers feel they can't 
cope with the community, 
and the community feels it 
can’t cope with the deviant 
drug users, so “they pass 
the buck,” deciding drug 
abuse isn't their concern. 

“We're teaching people 
how to take care of them- 
selves better and putting 
them in society where they 
can. perform better,” he 
said. But without: an in- 
volved community, Barnes 
added, drug abusers stand 
to gain less than maximum 
from any treatment 
program. 

In many instances, the 
problems that turned 
clients to drugs are still 
there when they leave the 
center: joblessness, 
negative reinforcement 
from the community and 
indifference toward their 
plight. 

“You can't do anything 
about a drug problem 
unless you deal with the 
total community, jobs, edu- 

_cation, law...” said the 
director. He said the coun- 
seling sessions, available 
almost anytime, and the 
séminars are aimed at 
showing the community its 
role in drug rehabilitation. 
In addition, he’s seeking 
volunteers to work at the 
center as conduits with iho 
community. 

The Uhuru Drug Pro- 
gram is funded by the 
Columbus Department of 
Community Services, Ohio 
Bureau of Drug Abuse, De- 
partment of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, and 
Comprehensive Employ- 
ment Training Act (CETA). 
The center also sponsors 
Programs to raise funds. 

The residential center 
can serve a maximum of 36 
adults, but currently has 
30, said Barnes. 

He said statistics-show 
Columbus has a serious 
drug problem, but he isn't 
convinced its escalating. 
He said the community's 
awareness of drug abusers 
in part contributes to 
thinking. of drug in- 
crease, because more 

paying at- 


tention to drug abuse. Bar- 
nes also said drugs are 
simply a way of life.

“| don't think there's 
anybody who hasn't usedia 
drug in their life. You can't 
say they're dangerous from 
the point of usage,” He 
said. “There isn't a plade 
you can go where you 
aren't going to come 
across some kind of drug, 
medical or otherwise. 
We're living in a drug 
society.” 

Programs like Uhuru, 
while not eliminating drug 
abuse, can have enough 
impact to lessen it, Barnes 
believes. 

“| have a poster that 
Says, ‘Give me a fish and | 
can eat what you give me. 
Teach me how to fish and | 
can take care of myself’.” 

Barnes is completing 
work as project director of 
"Cities-In-School-Project”’ 
for Canton, Ohio, city 
schools, a program for 
youths with behaviorial 
problems. He replaces 
Gabriel Ukott, who was 
dismissed from Uhuru in 
August. 

And perhaps _— sur- 
prisingly, ‘Barnes isn't 
overly concerned with suc- 
cess of clients as the 
public generally under- 
stands it: getting clients to 
kick the drug habit and 
find suitable and adjusted 
lives once they leave a 
drug treatment program. 

“If any person comes out 
saying | have a right to 
live, | think that’s a suc- 
cess,” he said.

He said Smith, in 
denying that the case was 
being given a whitewash 
job, detailed certain legal

ting it to a grand jury in 
quest of an indictment. 

While Nelson did not say 
the group was not pleased 
with the conference, he 
said they witl explore the 
Possibility of involving the 
U.S. Department of Justice 
in the case’ He’ also said 
that they will “monitor” the 
prosecutor's action to 
keep abreast of the direc- 
tion he is going.

How little have we learned in these 
151 years. Next Tuesday over 80% of 
Black people who go to the polis will 
vote Democratic. Not because the 
Democratic candidates in every case 
are better qualified or have better 
records, but simply because they are 
Democrats. Party slaves they are — 
their votes are counted before they 
are cast. 

Will Durant, put it well when he 
said; “When a civilization declines, it 
is not through no mystic limitation of 
@ corporate life, but through the 
failure of its political and intellectual 
leaders to meet the Challenge of 
Change.” 

The need for change is what 
prompted Adam Clayton Powell to 

cry out that-“The Black-man's soul is 

trying to burst its prison of second- 
Class citizenship while the fires of 
segregation burn our hopes for a bet- 
ter tomorrow.” 

That “Better Tomorrow” will only 
come when Negroes realize fully the 
power of their vote and cast that vote 
intelligently not blindly. \ 

' The confusion over the status of 
our progress as Blacks in America 
has been rationalized by Dr. A.L. 
Jackson of the National Baptist Con- 
vention he said: “The reason why we 
do not attain our objectives is 


because we have not willed to do so. 
There are no barriers but ourselves; 
no barriers but our own indifference, 
no hindrance but those that come 
from our'own minds and spirits.” 
The gréatest sufferers of the.failure 
of Negroes to vote, are Black can- 
didates. We would have a Black 
mayor of Cleveland now if our owa 


people had cared enough just to - 


vote. We could have had a Black 
Congressman long before Louis 
Stokes if we had been politically 
smart. The Black vote in Cleveland 
has been declining since the first 
election of Cari Stokes. Arnold 
Pinkney paid the price of defeat 
solely because our people didn't go 
to the polls and vote. 

Frederick Douglass recognized 
this over a hundred years ago when 
he said: “greatness does not come to 
any people on flowery beds of ease. 
But we must fight to win the prize. No 
people to whom liberty is given can 
hold it as firmly and wear it as gran- 
diy as those who wrench their liberty 
from the hand of the tyrant.” 

Entirely too many Blacks are 
waiting for the things they need to be 
given to them. This is true in all 
strata of our people. 

The right to vote has been earned 
through blood, sweat and tears and 
many years of fighting. Voting is only 
aright and a privilege. We must exer- 
cise the right to get any benefits from 
it. 

The major progress we have made 
so far, has been from the use of our 
vote. If less than half of our strength 
can accomplish | this much, what 
could we do if we use all of it? 

These are questions that the Black 
people of this nation must ponder 
over, Lincoin said: “To sin by silence, 
when protest is called for, makes 
cowards of men.” 

Adam Clayton Powell put it well 
when he said: “They (the Black man) 
must reject .the shameful racial 
tokenism that characterizes the 
political life of America today.” 

Such racism would not prevail if so 
many of our people were not political 
slaves, Outside of judges, there is not 
a single Black elected official in 


Ohio who represents a district that is 
not predominately Black. The white 
vote cannot defeat them. Yet, most of 
these same Officials are so afraid of 
the Democratic party bosses, they 


dare not even think of supporting any 


other but their party's candidate no ' 


matter what his record toward Black 
people is. 1 


There is no fair minded, truthful 
Black person in Ohio who can, on 
the known record, vote against the 
reelection of Gov. James A. Rhodes. 


Here is a public official who has a 
lifetime record of supporting the civil 
rights of Black people, He is being 
opposed by a man - Richard Celeste 
‘— who has absolutely no public 
record of-ever having done anything 
for Biack people. 


- Yet, we see so called intelligent 
Blacks whooping it up for Celeste. 
Even bringing Ambassador Andrew 
Young into Ohio and made him look 
silly in his attacks on Rhodes. 


If we don't support those who heip 
us, how do we ever expect to make 
progress. 


This newspaper, over the years has 
supported candidates irrespective of 
their political party.

We could not 
be true to our people or ourselves by 
doing otherwise. > 


_The time has come when Negroes 
must have guts enough to be in- 
dependent. No other minority group 
in America draw such strict: and 
illogical political lines. as we do. Not 
even labor, which owns the 
Democratic party, is as partisan as 
Blacks. 


We make ourselves look stupid by 
some of the silly things we do 
politically. When our cause is just, 
we are afraid to speak out. Roosevelt 
well said: “that we have nothing to 
fear but fear itself”. 


The Black vote in the major cities 


of Ohio is big enough to be respec- 
ted by every party. It’s our fault that 
we don't use it. As long as the party 
bosses know that we are afraid and 
docile, just so long will they ignore 
us,

It satisfies the requirements that’ a workable 
national health pian have universal and emery 
coverage, co ensive benefits, quality care for al 
and accessibility to those in need. 

The proposal also contains built-in cost control 
features, an essential element of any health program 
in this most inflationary of all sectors of our economy.

The Ninety-fifth Congress served notice 
on Negroes and lower-income persons 
that they fo longer have Congressional 
support for programs specifically 
designed to help them. 

On twenty-two key votes concerning 
such issues as full employment, 
consumer protection, the CETAjobs pro- 
gram, and, full voting representation for 
the District of Columbia. Members of the 
House of Representatives, Democrats and 
Republicans alike, voted with the Con- 
gressional Black Caucus less than furty 
pércent of the time. 

Representatives from Ohio had the 
worst voting record in this regard than re- 
pr ‘sentatives from any other northern in- 
dt strial state. Sixteen of Ohio's twenty- 
th. »@ representatives refused to support 
the above legislation. 

Willis Gradison, Jr., R-1, (Cincinnati) 
representing a district with more than 20% 
black and 8.4% poor, voted 91% of the 
time in opposition to legislation designed 
to support these groups 


Women Congressmen had anovers!! vo- 


ting pattern. which showed greater con- 
cern for the interests of minorities than 
their male counterparts. Mary Oakar, who 
represents a 2.5% black constituency, 
voted in favor of legislation supporting 
black economic and political interest 90% 
of the time. 

The voting record of the 95th Congress 
reflects a serious erosion of black support 
in the House.

Recognizing that a primary cause of his pre-Camp 
David Summit slide in the polls was due to the public's 
perceiving him as weak and indecisive, President Carter 
resolutely moved to shore up his image. 

He took on the powerful military establishment by 
vetoing the $37 billion weapons procurement bill 
because it contained $2 billion for a nuclear aircarft 
carrier, which he felt was inflationary; he hauled 
President Sadat of Egypt and Prime Minister Begin of 
israel up to Camp David to hammer out a Mideast peace 
agreement framework; he scored a very impressive 
legislative victory when the House sustained by a com- 
fortable margin his veto of the $10.1 billion public works 
appropriations ill because he feli it too was inflationary. 

Given this show of strength, many of us had thought 
Mr, Carter would have totiowed through and held firm to 
his avowed desire not to give Rhodesia’s lan Smith and 
other representatives of his illegal, breakway govern- 
ment visas to visit the United States. After all, ii was a 
foregone conclusion that Smith and his black coterie 
were only coming here to stage a last ditch lobbying ef- 
fort to gain a privileged position for Rhodesian whites 
under black majority rule. 

For these reasons, the NAACP expressed its sirong 
objections to Smith's visit in a telegram to President Car- 
ter, We explained that: (1) The granting of such visas 
would be clearly illegal and violative of present United 
Nations policies to which the United States ascribed. 
U.N. Resolution No. 253 explicitly states: “All member 
states shall prevent the entry into their territory save on 
exceptional humanitarian grounds of any persons 
traveling on Southern Rhodesia passports or on a pur- 
ported passport issued by or on behalf of the illegal 
regime in Southern Rhodesia.” 


(2) Freedom-loving nations around the world have ap- 
plauded your strong commitment to human righis and 
the incorporation of such principles into the Carter Ad- 
ministration's foreign policies. Any more, therefore, that 
would pretend to grant, or actually grant, recognition to 
the illegal lan Smith regime would be violative of these 
policies. . 

(3) The graniing of visas to the illegal lan Smith regime 
leaders would be a clear, unmistakable signal to Africa 
and the rest of the world that the United States has tur- 
ned its back on iis avowed policies of supporting the 
principles of majority ruie for Southern Africa. Such an 
act by the Carter Adminisiration would be an open in- 
vitation to the Soviets to_enter the rapidly escalating 
conflict in that region. No action, we stress, would more 
invite communism into Rhodesia, Namibia and South 
Africa than such recognition of a government which, un- 
til now, no nation has seen fit to recognize. 


By permitting lan Smith to come to the U.S., the Carter. 


Administration might“ have appeased the 27 senators 
who invited him here. But the damage to America’s long- 
term interests in Africa will be difficult to repair.

What is the Congressional Black Caucus? Has it made 
a difference in our struggle toward full equality? And 
how does the Congressional Black Caucus weekend 
distinguish itself from convention of other major black 
organizations? , 

While attending the Congressional Black Caucus 
Eighth Annual Legislative Weekend in Washington, DC, 
several thoughts began to emerge. First of all, it is 
significant that the CBC 16 Congresspersons including 
four women, collectively represent a constituency of 
over eight million American citizens. 

But beyond that charge the Caucus has assumeo the 
role of congressional representatives at large for all of 
Black America and the disadvantaged poor. These 
specific concerns were most evident in the legislative 
workshops on Aging, Health, Arts and Humanities, Com- 

munications, International Affairs, Minority Enter- 
prise /Economic Development/Housing, Criminal Justice, 
Narcotics, Employment/nflation & Voter Participation. 
The workshops focused on how we are uniquely affected 
by public and social policy in these areas of our lives. 

The 8,000 people who attended the Caucus weekend 
were involved in a wide variety of activities including, 
meeting members of the Caucus, lobbying members of 
the Senate for passage of the Humphrey-Hawkins full 
Employment Bill, a civil rights march, a salute to the 
Black Church, personal appearances by President 
Jimmy Carter and Senator Edward M. Kennedy and a 
host of other dignataries along with major roles for 
Caucus members, Brock Peters, Stevie Wonder and 
Natalie Cole. 

In a weekend 80 full of political, economic, intellectual 
and social activities it is difficult to single out one event 
or happening that would tell the complete story of the 
Caucus weekend 

President Carter's stating that he was “determined” to 
make passage of the Humphrey-Hawkins a top 
legislative priority so it would “pass this year" after two 
meetings in one week with the Caucus was well 
received. 

An emotionally charged moment that will long be 
remembered occurred when Carter praised United 
Nations Ambassador Andrew Young as "a man who's 
not afraid to speak out when he sees something wrong.” 
Which brought a cheering audience to it's feet. 

He further stated that ‘I don't know of anyone in the 
Administration of Jimmy Carter who has done more for 
our country throughout the world than Andy Young...” 
As long as | am President and Andy Young is willing to 
stay there he'll be the UN Ambassador.” 

Overall there seemed to be a new spirit among many 
in attendance, and a much broader spectrum of Black 
Americans that are now pushing very hard to become 
deeply involved in the political process than ever before. 

This involvement exhibited itself in the intensive 
examination and exchange of ideas, in the meeting and 
corridors: by many, but especially in the legislative 
workshops that averaged 300-400 participants each. 

It was also evident in the formal and informal meetings 
of some 80 heads of biack organizations who 
enérgetically and seriously sought common ground for 
cooperation. 4 

All of this sends the clear message to those who are 
cast in leadership roles that encouraging greater in- 
<volvement in the political process is essential if we are to 
improve the quality of our lives and survive in the land of 
the free and home of the brave. 

One rarely has the opportunity to witness the birth of 
an institution and watch it develop and mature into a 
viable force. Our hats are off to the Congressional Black 
Caucus for achieving that stature.

Attorney Anderson, who 
said trucking is regulated 
“pretty much like that of a 
prescription drug,” con- 
tends the PUCO should 
grant the license on the 
basis of affirmative action. 

However, he said, 
looking. at past actions by 
the PUCO, he's “80 per- 
cent sure” the commission 
will not grant the license. 
Also, law governing licen- 
sing in no way considers 
affirmative action. The law 
was passed in 1938. 

As stated, the law 
requires an applicant to 
Prove public convenience 
and necessity for granting 
a license, And, trucking 
companies already serving 
a route can testify that a 
new license isn’t needed 
because its present ser- 
vices are adequate. An 
alternative is to have busi- 
nesses testify that: present 
trucking companies can't 
Provide adequate services. 

Thus granting a new 
license is. almost im- 


possible for any new 
cucking company, says 

Thurmon. There 
are about 500 truckers in 
Ohio, he said, and “any 
(trucking) business is 
going to try to increase its 
business by increasifig 
contracts." 

Only two Black firms 
have carrier licenses in 
Ohio, and they're severely 
restricted, according to 
Anderson. A Dayton com- 
pany can haul general 
commodities of five pound 
packages, while a Cleve- 
land company can haul 
general commodities 
throughout the state if 
there's an emergency 
needed. 

“Their~ authority is so 
limited to effectively 
prevent authority, really,” 
said. the attorney. 

In 1976, a trucking firm 
in Michigan requested a 
carrier permit in that state 
based on affirmative ac- 
tion, but the utilities com- 
mission side-gtepped the 
affirmative action issue .by 
granting the license on a 
request by the Ford Motor 
Company which said Ford 
needed minority haulers, 
according to Anderson. 

The only alternative left 
“to Blacks is affirmative ac-

tion, said Anderson, con- 
tending “the test presently 
used shouldn't be 
necessary to prove. it 
should be sufficient to 
show the need for 
minorities-to participate in 
trucking,” 

If the PUCO rejects 
issuing a license on that 
basis, then he'll file a civil 
suit to cut off federal funds 
for Ohio's highways. 

Leroy Anderson cur- 
rently operates under two 
contracts carrier permits, 
which limits him to the im- 
mediate commercial zone 
of Franklin County. He for- 
med TAB Trucking Inc. in 
1971. 

An avenue open to 
Blacks for hauling heavy 
goods is a kind of “sub- 
leasing" that allows a 
trucker without a common 


carrier permit to haul 
heavy goods by operating 
under a licensed company. 
That lowers profits con- 
siderably because 25 to 40 
percent of gross profits 
goes to the licensed com- 
pany, said Anderson. 

For Andérson, op- 
position.is nothing new. To 
initially enter the trucking 
business, he had to over- 
come opposition from 
trucking companies. An at- 
torney with expertise in 
trucking law advised him 
to apply for a contract 
license, then a common 
carrier license, which An- 
derson did. 

Citing conflict of in- 
terest, the. attorney didn't 
represent Anderson and 
referred him to other 
trucking tawyers. They 
cited conflict of interest,
